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CAR REPOSSESSIONS 


UP ONLY SLIGHTLY 


Chicago, April 22.—Despite wide- 
spread unemployment and the thin- 
ning pocketbook, finance company 
repossessions resulting from install- 
ment contracts which require one- 
third down and _ the balance in 
twelve equal monthly payments, in- 
creased less than 1 per cent. per 100 
transactions last year as compared 
with 1928 and 1929, it was revealed 
today by C. C. Hanch, general man- 
ager of the National Association of 
finance companies. 

Mr. Hanch pointed out 
as disproving the widely 
charge _ that instalment _ selling 
tended to bring insolvency to the 
purchaser during business depres- 
sions 

“A composite experience table of 
finance companies and automobile | 
dealers prepared by the National 
Association proves definitely that 
finance companies face no crisis 
during depressions,” said Mr. 
Hanch. “During 1928 and 1929 the 
ratio of new cars repossessed when 
one-third of the price was paid 
down was 2.8 per cent., last year it 
was 36 per cent. The average 
amount of the instalment debt on 
each new car actually decreased. In 
1928 the average amount of the 
note purchased was $695, in 1929, | 
$5 95, and last year only $567. 

“The percentage of cars sold on 
the installment plan remains prac- | 
tically constant. In 1928, it was 58.1 | 
per cent., in 1929, 62.6 per cent. and | 
last year 62.3 per cent. The number | 
of trade-ins in connection with au- 
tomobile sales has been steadily | 
mounting.

New York, April 22.—A_ recent 
survey showing that more than 87 
per cent. of today’s motor car pro- 
duction is on wire wheels focuses 
attention on the tremendous strides 
made’ in recent years in bringing 
down the cost of wire wheels and 
turning them out at prices which 
permit manufacturers to equip their 
product with wire wheels at no extra 
cost, either to themselves or to the 
retail motor car buyer. 

The motorist has been the de- 
ciding factor in the change to wire 
wheels. He long ago indicated his 
preference for wire wheels over any 
other type. The manufacturer en- 
deavored to meet his demands, but 
coula so only by cutting a _ pre- 
mium on wire wheels and making 
them extra equipment. Wire wheels 
were standard only on certain de 
luxe or sport model jobs. 

But, the American 
owner has a habit of 
he wants without paying 
it Years ago he paid extra for 
ammeter, gasoline gauge or even a 
speedometer. Gradually, manufac- 
turers began making these items 
standard equipment. 

Then the wheel manufacturers 
began to get busy. They saw the 
public favor which wire wheels had 
at‘iined. They real’zed full well 
that it was up to them to build a 
big market for wire wheels by bring- 
ing down the cost to the motor car 
manufacturer. 

What happened in the whee! busi- 
ness is typical of what has been 
happening in manufacturing busi- 
nesses in this country since the turn 
of the century. The wheel makers 
decided to cut costs. They called in 
their best engineering talent. They 
surveyed minutely their systems of 
production Here and there they 
found a leak, a manufacturing ope-

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Why Communism Grows 

ANY people in this country are worrying about the 

danger of communism obtaining a foothold and a fol- 
lowing in this sometimes free land. The gestures which 
Russia is making at the present time are enough to convince 
any one that there will come a time when the threat of com- 
munism will be a real danger. 

And yet, if we allow this threat to become a real danger, 
we have only ourselves to blame. Communism fattens on 
misery. Allow a large enough proportion of the population | 
of any country to sink into social and financial misery and 
this submerged stratum will turn to communism or any other 
proposed change, because anything seems preferable to its 
present condition. On the other hand, a population generally | 
at work at wages that give all the people a share in the good | 
things of life dreads change more than anything else, fear- 
ing that any such reversal will deprive it of present benefits. 

In this country in the past the obstacle to the growth of 
communism has been the fact that the greatest part of our 
people have been earning good wages and have had a super- 
fluity over the bare needs of existence for the purchase of | 
homes, of motor cars and other of the satisfying possibilities 
of life. Americans generally have been happy because they 
have had more than the people of less favored lands. Presi- 
dent Hoover always has liked to call attention to the greater 
quantity of butter consumed by the American working man. 
If we recall correctly, a slogan of the Hoover campaign drive 
in 1928 was ‘“‘a motor car in every garage.” 

During the past year 6,000,000 American workers have 
been pretty steadily out of wage-earning positions. These| 
are the figures of government departments, for at least a 
part of the period mentioned. The normally gainfully 
employed in this country number about 42,000,000, One- 
seventh of these have been long without paying jobs—their | 
families have been without adequate support. 

No nation in the world can afford to let such a condition 
as this continue for long. England met a similar problem 
with the dole. Heaven forefend that we should follow that 
example. 

There are only two approaches to the problem. Either 
American business must tackle the job or the national legisla- | 
tors in Washington will begin their usual incompetent 
meddling. Already there have been hints of the intention of 
Congress to lend its august aid in settling the unemployment 
problem. If this threat is translated into action, whatever 
is done will be purely a political move, having nothing to do 
with the ultimate benefit of the nation as a whole. Any 
hope of real betterment can only be looked for through con- | 
certed action by business and industry. By taking the initia- 
tive and solving its own problem, American business can 
ward off communism and congressmen. 


Extending the Buying Season 


[' is the consensus among automotive executives that the 
buying season this year is going to be extended over a 
Jonger period than has happened in the past. The buying 
season, as we have known it heretofore. has usually begun 
between the middle of March and the first of April and has| 
extended through to about the first of June, gradually taper- 
ing off during the later weeks of that period. 

This year there is every prospect that the volume of 
buying will come during April, May and June, and that it will 
be spread more evenly over that period than in the past. One 
of the principal factors making for this condition is the 
general agreement.among manufacturers to hold announce- 
ments of new chassis models until November and December, 
the so-called “show period.” 

Sales in the first quarter indicated a total production of 
around 3,000,000 vehicle units.

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LOSELY related to the above investigations and experi- 

ments is a statement just available here pertaining 
directly to lacquer and its application to automobile bodies.

Production of lacquer which would have 
brilliance of color, correct flow, high gloss and tough film 
is determined by the balancing of the various solvents and 
non-solvents, cotton to gum and gum to oil, with just the 
right amount of pigment as related to the cotton solution on 
which the lacquer is built—Autobody Trimmer and Painter.

ITHOUT question, the durability of concrete is its most 
| desirable property, and taken in its broadest sense is 
represented by its ability to resist the natural disintegrating 
agencies of weathering action which consists of the freezing 
and thawing of water in the concrete, the solution and 
chemical action by ground water or streams in contact with 
or passing through the material, and the fatigue resulting 
from the volume changes due to temperature variations, and 
to the changes in the moisture content of the concrete.

| organizations, carry the message to them in a constructive, 
educational.and helpful way.

STROBOGLOW PERMITS 
STUDY OF ROTATING 
MOTION 


Engineers of the Westinghouse 
Electric and Manufacturing Com- 
pany recently demonstrated the first 
industrial application of the Strobo- 
glow, a device which makes rotat- 
ing objects appear to stand still, 
The device revealed how much the 
rim of a large size motor expanded 
due to the action of centrifugal 
when revolving at a speed 
greater than 120 miles per hour, 
Variations in the diameter of the 
rim as small as 1 1000 inch were 
visible to those witnessing the dem- 
onstration, it is reported 

The Stroboglow is compact enough 
suitcase and 
operates on ordinary house current, 

“The secret of its operation lies in 
the special] flashlight bulb.” said Dr, 
D. Ulrey of the Westinghouse Re- 
search Laboratories. who is in charge 
of the physics division, where this 
was developed. 

“The bulb is a powerful grid-glow 
tube, which is lighted by the heavy 
oscillatory current discharge of a 
condenser. It carries an enor- 
mously heavy charge of current for 
a very short period of time. This 
current rises to 1,000 amperes, 
enough to push five street cars up 
a slight grade. It remains on. how- 
ever, only one-third of a millionth 
of a second. The length of this dis- 
charge is so short that if the Stro- 
boglow were in continuous use for 
a year the total discharge would 
equal just twenty-six minutes of 
continuous light.”

D. D. Knowles, L. R. Quarles and 
W. E. Bahles of the Westinghouse 
Research Laboratories, and I R, 
Peters, formerly with Westinghouse,
